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DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

1 . In response to applicant's Amendment, dated December 23, 2003, the examiner 
acknowledges corrections of the objections to the Drawings and Specification set forth in the 
Office Action mailed October 2, 2003. The examiner acknowledges the cancellation of claims 1- 
15 and the addition of claims 16-25. Claims 16-25 are pending. 

Drawings 

2. New corrected drawings are required in this application because the requested changes to 
Figures 7 and 8 where hand-written. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent 
patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer 
prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 16-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Iwai, et al. (US 
6,128,552). 
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Regarding claim 16, Iwai discloses "a table (Fib 16, ref.# 101); a pneumatic spring (Fig. 
11, ref.#s 104a-104d) for applying a force to said table; an electromagnetic actuator (column 15, 
lines 17) for applying a force to said table; and a first generator (column 3, line 49-5 1) which 
generates a driving signal for said electromagnetic actuator based on at least one of a target 
position (column 3, line 50) and a target speed with respect to a movable object on said table." 

Regarding claim 17, Iwai discloses "a second generator which generates a signal for 
changing a pressure in said pneumatic spring based on at least one of the target position and the 
target speed." (column 15, lines 44-48) 

Regarding claim 18, Iwai discloses "wherein said first generator includes a filter which 
filters a signal with respect to at least one of the target position and the target speed." (column 2, 
lines 15-26) 

Regarding claim 19, Iwai discloses "wherein a cutoff frequency of said filter has a value 
within a controllable frequency range of said pneumatic spring." (column 2, lines 15-26; Fig. 14, 
refJll) 

Regarding claim 20, Iwai discloses "wherein said second generator includes a filter 
which filters a signal with respect to at least one of the target position and the target speed." 
(column 2, lines 15-26) 

Regarding claim 21, Iwai discloses "wherein a cutoff frequency of said filter has a value 
within a controllable frequency range of said pneumatic spring." (column 2, lines 29-31). 

Regarding claim 22, Iwai discloses "an exposure apparatus for exposing a substrate to a 
pattern, said apparatus comprising an anti-vibration apparatus defined in claim 16." (column 4, 
line 66 - column 5, line 5) 
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Regarding claim 23 , Iwai discloses "an apparatus according to claim 22, further 
comprising a movable stage as the movable object." (column 5, line 2) 

The method steps of claims 24 and 25 are met by the operation of Iwai as applied to 
claims 16-23.
